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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

The  requirements  for  admission  are  stated  in  terms  of  units.  An 
entrance  unit  is  defined  as  thirty-six  weeks  of  high  school  work  in  one 
subject  of  study,  with  five  class  periods  per  week,  each  not  less  than 
forty  m'nutes  in  length.  Each  laboratory  period  should  be  at  least 
e*ghiy-five  minutes  in  length.  A  unit  is  equivalent  to  two  semester 
credits. 

1.     ADMISSION   TO   GRADUATES   OF   IOWA   HIGH   SCHOOLS 

A  graduate  of  a  public  four-year  high  school  in  Iowa,  who  presents 
fifteen  units  of  work,  will  be  admitted  without  examinations  to  such  col- 
legiate work  as  he  is  prepared  to  pursue,  upon  presenting  a  certificate 
signed  by  the  Superintendent  or  the  Principal,  specifying  the  branches  of 
study  and  credits  included  within  his  high  school  course  of  study.  A 
graduate  of  any  private  four-year  high  school,  seminary,  or  academy 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Secondary  School  Relations  will  be  admitted  on 
the  same  basis. 

If  a  high  school  graduate  does  not  meet  present  admission  require- 
ments to  the  course  he  desires  to  pursue  the  deficiency  must  be  removed 
by  studies  taken  at  the  College.  Credit  earned  in  removing  such  defi- 
ciencies will  not  be  applied  toward  college  graduation. 

2.     ADMISSION  TO  GRADUATES  OF  HIGH  SCHOOLS  IN  OTHER 

STATES 

Graduates  of  high  schools  accredited  by  the  state  universities  or  other 
state  accrediting  agencies  will  be  admitted  by  certificate.  High  school 
graduates,  whose  certificates  would  be  accepted  without  examination  by 
reputable  colleges  in  the  state  in  which  they  are  located,  provided  these 
states  have  no  accrediting  system,  will  be  admitted  by  certificate.  Grad- 
uates of  other  schools  will  be  required  to  take  entrance  examinations. 

3.     ADMISSION  BY  EXAMINATION 

Students  who  desire  to  enter  by  examination  and  who  present  satis- 
factory evidence  that  they  have  devoted  sufficient  time  to  preparation, 
will  be  given  examinations  in  any  subject  required  for  entrance. 

Students  desiring  to  enter  by  examination  will  be  expected  to  pass 
examinations  in  the  required  and  elective  subjects,  according  to  work 
below  entitled  "Tabular  Statement  of  Entrance  Requirements." 

4.     ADMISSION  TO  ADVANCED   STANDING  FOR   HIGH   SCHOOL 

WORK 

Advanced,  or  college  credit,  may  be  given  for  extra  high  school  or 
secondary  school  work  only  on  the  following  conditions: 

1.  The  number  of  units  reported  and  accepted  must  be  in  excess  of 
sixteen. 

2.  There  must  be  a  rigorous  examination  for  college  credit. 

5.     REQUIRED  AND  ELECTIVE  SUBJECTS 

The  following  studies  are  necessary  prerequisites  for  entrance  to  the 
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Freshman  Class: 

(A)  English,  three  units. 

History,  Civics,  Economics,  one  unit. 

Mathematics:     Algebra,  one  unit.    Plane  Geometry,  one  unit. 

(B)  Enough  work  from  the  five  principal  groups  of  subjects,  viz.: 
English,  Foreign  Language,  History-Civics-Economics  group, 
Mathematics  and  Natural  Science  to  make  a  total  of  eleven 
units  including  the  units  enumerated  above  under  (A).  Not 
more  than  four  units  or  less  than  one  is  accepted  in  one 
language  or  in  Physics  or  Chemistry  and  not  more  than  four 
units  in  any  one  group  including  the  required  subjects  in  (A). 

(C)  Electives.  Whatever  work  to  the  extent  of  four  additional 
units  the  high  school  certifies  as  accepted  by  that  school 
for  graduation,  subject  to  the  definitions  of  units  of  entrance 
credit  adopted  by  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools,  or  in  the  bulletins  published  by  the 
Iowa  State  Board  of  Education.  Not  less  than  a  half  unit  is 
accepted  in  any  subject. 


TEACHERS  STATE  CERTIFICATES 

Graduates  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  will  be  granted  first  grade 
state  certificates  by  the  State  Educational  Board  of  Examiners  upon 
presenting  a  statement  from  the  Registrar  of  all  work  done  in  Drake 
University,  provided  that  this  work  shall  include  the  requirements  of  the 
State  Board.  The  following  is  a  verbatim  schedule  of  work  outlined  by 
said  Board: 

1.  Psychology.     Six  semester  hours. 

2.  Education.     Fourteen  semester  hours. 

(a)  Principles  and  Science  of  Education.  Limited  to  eight  semester 
hours. 

(b)  History  of  Education.     Limited  to  eight  semester  hours. 

(c)  General  and  special  methods  of  teaching.  Limited  to  four 
semester  hours — two  hours  of  general  methods  must  be  taken  in  the 
Department  of  Education. 

Note — Under  this  head  accredited  colleges  may  offer  courses  in 
methods  of  teaching  secondary  subjects  to  students  who  have  made 
majors  of  these  subjects. 

(d)  Electives  in  professional  courses. 

History  of  Industrial  and  Vocational  Education. 

Child  Study. 

History  of  Philosophy. 

Adolescence. 

Organization  of  the  High  School. 

The  High  School  Curriculum. 

The  High  School  Student. 

Secondary  Education. 

Supervision  or  School  Administration. 
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Note  1. — No  credit  will  be  given  for  any  course  in  education  which 
required  less  than  two  hours  per  week  for  one  semester. 

Note  2. — A  college  of  Liberal  Arts  may  offer  not  to  exceed  six 
semester  hours  of  work  in  Education  in  the  first  two  years. 

A  certificate  in  Education  will  be  granted  to  four  year  graduates  of 
any  college  who  have  taken  sixteen  hours  of  specified  courses  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Education  and  six  hours  of  Psychology  in  the  College  of  Liberal 
Arts.  This  certificate  will  entitle  the  holder  to  a  First  Grade  State 
Certificate. 

COLLEGE  OF  EDUCATION 

REGISTRATION 

A  student  desiring  to  take  any  Junior  College  of  Education  profes- 
sional or  technical  course  must  register  in  the  College  of  Education.  The 
dean,  together  with  the  class  adviser,  and  the  head  of  the  department 
in  which  the  student  is  taking  his  elective  subjects,  constitute  a  com- 
mittee to  counsel  with  him  concerning  the  choice  and  assignment  of 
electives,  and  registration  will  be  subject  to  committee's  approval. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION  IN  EDUCATION 

The  College  of  Education  offers  several  courses  leading  to  the  Bach- 
elor of  Science  degree.  It  also  offers  several  Junior  College  courses, 
each  of  which  requires  two  years  for  its  completion.  Graduates  of 
Junior  College  courses  may  complete  the  four-year  course  leading  to  the 
degree  in  two  additional  years.  Graduates  from  any  of  the  courses  in 
Education  are  entitled,  without  examination,  to  certificates  to  teach  in 
the  public  schools  of  Iowa. 

BACCALAUREATE  DEGREE 

A  total  of  120  semester  hours,  exclusive  of  physical  training,  is  re- 
quired for  the  baccalaureate  degree.  The  work  completed  must  include 
all  of  the  work  required  for  a  first-grade  state  certificate  in  Iowa,  and  a 
major  of  16  hours  in  one  subject  under  the  direction  of  the  major  pro- 
fessor. It  must  also  include  at  least  10  hours  in  each  of  two  additional 
subjects  which  will  prepare  directly  for  teaching  in  the  public  schools. 
A  minimum  of  one  year's  residence  is  required.  The  liberal  elective 
privileges  leave  the  student  large  freedom  in  the  choice  of  subjects.

SPECIAL  INFORMATION 

Practice  Teaching — All  students  enrolled  in  the  Junior  College  will 
do  such  practice  teaching  as  is  required.     Professional  credits  will  be 
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given  such  work  when  satisfactorily  done. 

Positions — The  college  through  the  Board  of  Recommendations 
places  graduates  in  public  school  positions.  While  no  guarantee  of 
positions  is  made,  we  are  able  to  say  that  our  graduates  are  uniformly 
successful  in  securing  and  holding  positions. 

Primary  and  Kindergarten — There  is  a  steady  demand  for  primary 
and  kindergarten  teachers.  We  are  able  to  locate  more  than  we  can 
supply  year  by  year.  Young  women  who  desire  to  teach  little  children 
find  these  courses  very  attractive.  In  addition  to  the  two-year  course 
there  is  a  four-year  course  which  makes  special  provision  for  those  who 
wish  to  become  teachers  or  supervisors  of  Kindergarten  and  Primary 
work  in  city  school  systems. 

Grades — The  call  for  grade  teachers  increases  with  each  year.  Teach- 
ers with  some  special  capacity  for  teaching  small  children,  but  who  do 
not  wish  primary  work,  will  find  grades  three,  four  and  five  an  excel- 
lent field  in  which  to  work,  while  those  who  have  some  experience  and 
others  who  feel  competent  to  handle  the  children  from  ten  to  fourteen 
are  in  great  demand  for  grades  six  to  eight.  Graduates  are  easily 
placed  at  good  salaries. 

Kappa  Delta  Pi — The  National  Education  Honor  society,  Kappa 
Delta  Pi,  has  a  chapter  in  Drake  University.  While  this  chapter  is 
in  the  College  of  Education,  students  of  any  college  who  can  qualify 
are  admitted.  No  one  who  is  below  junior  standing  in  a  four-year 
course  is  eligible.  The  requirements  are  based  upon  academic  standing 
and  professional   training. 

High  School  Teachers — In  high  school  there  is  a  demand  for  teach- 
ers who  can  handle  more  than  one  subject.  Those  who  wish  to  teach  in 
high  school  should  make  preparation  in  at  least  three  lines  of  high 
school  work. 

Graduate  Work — Special  opportunity  is  granted  students  who  have 
finished  their  four-year  course  or  to  teachers  in  the  Des  Moines  public 
schools  or  in  out-lying  school  districts  to  pursue  work  leading  to  the 
advanced  degree,  Master  of  Arts.  The  seminar  course  in  Education  con- 
sists mainly  of  special  investigations  and  reports  along  the  particular 
line  in  which  each  individual  is  especially  interested.  Other  courses 
which  may  be  given  credit  for  advanced  work  are  Education  46,  48  and 
49.  If  the  student  majors  in  Education,  a  thesis  dealing  with  some 
original  investigation  in  the  field  of  Education  must  be  handed  in,  in 
order  to  meet  the  academic  requirement  for  the  A.  M.  degree. 

Certificates  to  Teach  in  Iowa — Graduates  from  the  College  of  Edu- 
cation in  both  Senior  and  Junior  College  Courses  are  granted  certificates 
to  teach  in  Iowa,  without  examination.  These  certificates  are  granted 
by  the  State  Board  of  Educational  Examiners  upon  presentation  of 
credits  made  in  the  University  certified  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  by  the  proper  University  authorities. 

Lectures — Lectures  of  professional  value  will  be  given  by  the  best 
obtainable  men  and  women.  Students  registered  in  the  College  of 
Education  will  be  admitted  upon  presentation  of  registration  receipt. 
The  College  of  Education  has  installed  a  moving  picture  machine  in 
the  Auditorium. 

Dramatic  Art  Teachers — It  in  recommended  that  students  interested 
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in  preparing  to  teach  reading  and  to  coach  and  stage  high  school  plays 
take  four  years  for  the  completion  of  the  course,  making  a  major  in 
Public  Speaking  and  Dramatic  Art  and  two  minors  in  English  and  a 
related  subject. 

Music  and  Art — There  is  a  demand  for  teachers  of  music  and  art 
who  have  completed  four  years  of  college  work.  The  courses  in  the 
College  of  Education  are  so  largely  elective  as  to  make  possible  special 
preparation  in  either  of  these  departments  while  working  for  a  degree. 

Art — The  teacher  who  has  made  thorough  preparation  in  this  work 
and  who  can  combine  it  with  other  public  or  private  school  work  is 
able  to  command  a  good  salary  and  to  do  exceptionally  important  work. 
Preparation  for  art  teaching  may  be  made  by  electing  art  courses  under 
the  direction  of  the  head  of  the  art  department.  The  required  work  is 
indicated  under  the  heading  "General  Courses."  The  S.  B.  degree  is 
granted. 

Drake  University  Elementary  School — This  department  of  the 
University  offers  instruction  to  children  of  elementary  school  grade. 
The  purpose  of  the  Elementary  School  is  to  demonstrate  the  finest 
ideals  in  American  education  by  careful  choice  of  materials  and  methods 
of  instruction.  The  course  of  study  is  developed  from  the  interests  of 
children  themselves,  and  embraces  the  various  phases  of  modern  life 
and  of  our  cultural  inheritance.  Interesting  work  is  done  in  natural 
science,  community  activities,  literature,  history,  arithmetic,  arts  and 
crafts,  music  and  rhythms,  dramatic  play  and  games  for  physical 
activity. 

These  subjects  supply  strong  motives  for  acquiring  the  traditional 
tools  of  learning.  Normal  progress  in  reading,  writing  and  number  is 
assured  by  gaining  the  child's  interest  first;  and  more  thorough  under- 
standing of  each  step  is  attained  by  the  constant  use  of  practical 
situations.  The  classes  of  the  school  are  small  enough  to  permit 
individual  attention  to  each  child,  in  order  to  secure  the  greatest  devel- 
opment of  native  ability  for  the  welfare  of  the  individual  and  his 
usefulness  to  society.  Parallel  with  this  respect  for  the  individual, 
there  is  the  strong  group  spirit  manifesting  itself  by  co-operation  in 
school  activities,  and  a  striving  toward  the  ideals  of  self-government. 

Elementary  School  Practice  and  Observation — Students  in  the 
College  of  Education  are  admitted  by  card  to  all  classes  in  the  Ele- 
mentary School  for  observation  of  progressive  methods  of  school  work. 
They  are  given  the  opportunity  to  see  children  in  a  free  and  natural 
environment,  supplied  with  the  best  materials  for  activity,  constructive 
work  and  instruction  in  the  regular  school  subjects.  Demonstration  les- 
sons are  occasionally  given  to  meet  the  need  of  a  particular  group  of 
students.  Conferences  and  talks  by  the  teachers  of  the  school  serve 
'to  explain  the  work  and  supplement  observation.  Students  are  required 
to  give  written  reports  to  instructors  on  certain  phases  of  the  work 
observed.  Education  students  of  special  ability  are  given  opportunity 
to  assist  in  the  Elementary  School  under  the  direct  supervision  of  regu- 
lar members  of  the  staff.  After  a  period  of  observation  the  student 
submits  a  plan  for  a  series  of  lessons,  and  carries  it  out  according  to 
recommendations.  Following  each  lesson  she  confers  with  the  teacher 
in  charge  to  insure  constant  improvement  in  method  and  the  fullest  use 
of  subject  matter.  All  students  in  the  two-year  course  are  required  to 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  afforded  by  the  Elementary  School 
and  are  given  credit  for  wo:k  done. 

Amount  of  Work  Permitted — Fifteen  hours  per  week  is  full  work- 
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No  student  'enrolled  in  the  College  of  Education  will  be  permitted  to 
carry  more  than  eighteen  hours.  Permission  based  upon  academic 
standing  must  be  obtained  for  any  work  in  excess  of  sixteen  hours. 

Private   work   in   music,   art,    dramatic    art,    or    any   other    subject 
counts  against  hours  permitted.

6.  Woodwork. 

Study  of  tools  and  materials,  an  acquaintance  with  the  elemen- 
tary principles  of  manual  training,  fundamental  principles  in  making 
small  articles  in  the  shop.    By  appointment. 

7.  Metal  Work. 

A  practical  course  in  the  making  of  articles  in  copper  and  brass, 
the  making  of  jewelry  and  setting  of  semi-precious  stones.  Hammer- 
ing, sawing,  and  etcning  of  metals.     By  appointment. 

8.  Costume  Design.  2  hrs. 

A  course  in  designing  gowns  and  other  wearing  apparel.  Adapta- 
tion of  common  sense  to  style  and  color  and  the  cultivation  of  good 
judgment  and  taste.  Some  consideration  of  millinery  in  relation  to 
the  costume.  Pose  drawing  from  the  human  figure  and  color  har- 
mony.    Spring,  T.  Th.,  8:00. 
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9.  Home  Decoration.  2  hrs, 

A  course  pertaining  to  the  esthetic  refining  of  the  home  without 

loss  of  comfort,  studied  with  consideration  of  standpoint  of  economy.

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC  METHODS 

Proiessor  A.  H.  Smith 

;1.  Methods  for  Supervisors  and  Directors  of  Public  School  Music. 

2  hrs. 

Successful  systems  of  public  school  music  accomplish  splendid 
results  with  methods  which  vary  somewhat  widely.  The  classes  in 
methods  give  to  the  prospective  teacher  of  public  school  music  a 
graded  course  combining  the  essential  features  of  the  best  of  these 
systems,  with  ample  opportunity  for  individual  demonstration  and 
practice  in  their  application  from  the  standpoint  of  both  teacher  and 
pupil. 

Full  treatment  is  accorded  the  problems  incident  to  the  Primary 
grades,  the  awakening  of  the  Tonal,  Time  and  Rhythmic  sense,  secur- 
ing the  light,  clear  head  tone,  the  classification  of  children's  voices, 
the  treatment  of  monotones  and  irregularly  pitched  voices,  successful 
methods  of  role  song  presentation,  and  song  material.  The  ultimate 
aim,  that  of  causing  all  children  to  love  and  appreciate  music  and 
their  part  in  it,  is  kept  continually  in  mind. 

The  intermediate  grade  problems  in  sight-singing,  technical 
activity,  chord  work  and  part  singing,  are  not  presented  as  isolated 
activities,  but  are  immediately  tied  up  with  the  song  material  under 
study.  The  preparation  for  sight-singing  is  made  both  through  the 
sol-fa  and  neutral  syllable  approach.  Such  technical  activities  are 
s'.ressed  as  are  of  fundamental  importance  in  the  intelligent  com- 
prehension of  music  notation  and  construction. 

The  Grammar  grades  with  their  peculiar  problem,  that  of  the 
changing  voices,  will  call  for  complete  demonstrations  of  adolescent 
voice  testing  and  the  introduction  of  the  Alto-tenor  group  for  four- 
part  singing. 

The  following  important  features  of  a  well-rounded  system  of 
public  school  music  will  be  developed :  Violin  and  other  instrumental 
classes  in  the  grades,  grade  school  orchestras,  high  school  chorus 
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groups,  glee  clubs,  orchestras,  theory  and  appreciation  classes,  and 
bands.  Complete  plans  and  outlines  for  the  crediting  of  outside 
music  study  and  for  circulation  libraries  of  machine  records  will  be 
presented.     Autumn,  M.  W.  8:00.
